from the bu dget of the SUNY 
u nit 
in

and 
that 
another 
$00 000 
had 
been 
trimmed 
from 
fu nds 
for 
air 
conditioning of a dining hall. 
The su spension, annou nced for 
several schools in the state, also 
was 
an 
ou tgrowth 
of 
recent 
decisions to slow the enrollment 
growth in the State University. 
The Master Plan had railed 
for an increase of 15.000 stu ­ 
dents on 
campu s 
next 
year. 
Now the projection is 4,600 stu ­ 
dents. 


The u niversity will continu e 
its constru ction program, said 
Dr. Oscar E. Lanford. general 
manager of the State Univer­ 
sity Constru ction Fu nd, “ as far 
as we can see u ntil the enroll- 
ment goals are clarified in the 
Master Plan." 
He 
promised 
that 
projects 
now u nder constru ction will be 
completed. 
Eighteen 
of 
them 
will be trimmed, however, in 
order to sav° $25 million. 
This is in addition to the $340 
million in constru ction savings 
throu gh the su spension. 


Affected 
are 
150 
projects 
worth a total of $215 million for 
which the legislatu re had au ­ 
thorized the expenditu re. This 
inclu des $7 0 million in dormito­ 
ry 
bu ildings 
on 
campu ses 
across the state. 
The action also involved $125 
million 
in other 
projects 
for 
which the legislatu re had au ­ 
thorized fu nds for planning bu t 
not for constru ction. The u ni­ 
versity expects to save $27 mil­ 
lion 
in 
architectu ral 
fees 
throu gh this maneu ver.
